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(54) Title: PERSON IDENTIFIER 




(57) Abstract 

The object of the present invention is a portable device with which people, who have joined the same community, may idenUfy each 
other as "Kinsmen". Devices of the invcnticm carried by persons in a certain community transmit, when in search mode (e.g. modulated to 
a radio wave), the code adopted by the community to close range (e.g. 50m) at intervals (e.g. a couple of times a minute). At "Jt^rvening 
times, the devices selectively 'listen" whether some device happening to be in the neighbourhood is transmitung the same coa^- " 
device receives and identifies the same code singal. it automatically transmits its code back after a short delay (e.g. half a second), ana 
when the persons happen to come within close range, both their devices start transmitting the code in wms after the said delay, givmg their 
bearers a signal. There is only need for one type of devices which operate both as senders and •listeners" of the code and as signallmg 
devices. After the code is synchronized, any device may cooperate with any other device. The operation pnnciple of die device is so 
simple, and it can be assembled from so few components, that it is possible to install it to a pendant, badge, wnst watch, or to some other 
inconspicuous place. The power consumption is so low that the device can operate several months with one charge or a small battery. 
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
